deral-Food Ad.min.stra.lion

"All retail dealers in foods nuiat 


mark every article shown in the fair 
price list of the county food adminis- 
trator, which they display 1'or sale, 
in plain figures large enough so that 
the figures can be read by the cus- 
tomer stand ing at the counter, 
so 


that the customer will 
know 
tlr-. 


price of such articles of food before 
the same is taken from the shelf, 
allow case or other container. Where 
there are a number of 
articles 
of 


food of: the same 
kind, 
price 
and 


brand displayed together on a sheif 
in a show case, 
one 
price-card 
is 


sulTicient 
for 
the 
entire 
dJsplay. 


Food in containers can be marked by 
a card on the outside 
of the

made certain that the agreements of 
the peace will be honored and fulfilled. 


"That price is Impartial Justice in 


every Hem of Bottlement, no matter 
whoHc Interest Is crossed; not only 
impartial Justice, but also the satis- 
faction of the several peoples whose 
fortunes arc dealt with. That Indis- 
pensable Instrumentality is a league 
of nations formed under covenants 
that will be efficacious. 


"Without such Instrumentality, by

have to redeem her character, not only 
by what happens at thu peace table 
but what follows.

"SECOND—No special or separate 


Interest of o-ny single nation or any 
group of nations can bo made 
the 


basis of any part of tho settlement 
which Is not consistent with the com- 
mon interest of all. , 


"THIUD—There can be no leagues 


or flllltiucoM or special covenants and 
understandings within the general and 
common family of tho league of na- 
tions. 


"Ii'OUilTLI—And more 
specifically, 


there can be no special, selfish, eco- 
nomic combination within tlie Icuguo 
and no employment of any force of 
economic boycott for exclusion except 
as the power of economic penalty by 
exclusion from tho markets of the 
world may be vested In the league of 
nations itself as a moans of discipline 
and control. 


"FIFTH—All 
International 
agree- 


ments and treaties of every kind must 
bo made known In their entirety to 
the rest of tho world. 


"Special alliances and oconmlc riv- 


alries and hostilities have noun 
the 


prolific sources In the modern world 
of the plans and passions that pro- 
duce war. 
It would bo an Insincere 


an well an Insecure peace that did not 
exclude them In definite and binding 
terms, 


"National purposes have fallen inoro 


and more into tho background and (lie 
common purpose of enlightened man- 
kind has taken their place. 


"I'lnin workaday people have de- 


manded almost every time they came 
together, and aro fltlll demanding, that 
tho leaders of their governments do- 
clare to them plainly what It is—ux- 
actly wfutt It Is—that they aro seek- 
ing In thin war and what they think 
Hie items of the Unal settlement should 
bo. 


"They are not yet 'satisfied "with 


whut they huvo boon told. They still 
sworn to feai; that they nro getting 
what they ask* for only In statesmen's 
Icrmfl—only in tho terms of territorial 
arrangements and the divisions of 
power and not in'tornis of broad vision, 
Justice and mercy and peaco and the 
satisfaction of those deep-seated long- 
ings of oppressed and distracted men 
nnd women and enslaved peoples that 
scorn to them tho only thlngH worth 
fighting a war for that engulfs the 
world. 


"But I, for ono, am glad to attempt 


the answer again and again In 
the 


hope that I may make It/clearer that 
my one thought Is to satisfy those who 
struggle In the ranks and aro, perhaps 
above all others entitled to a reply 
whose meaning no ono can have any 
f-xeuso for misunderstanding, If ho un- 
derstands the language In which it Is 
spoken or can. get some one to trans- 
late It correctly Into hln own. 


" 'Peace drives' can be effoctivolj 


utilized and silenced only by showing 
Uiat every victory of the nations asso-

In the Argonne forest—an enormous 
stretch of- heavy timber land similar

Washington, Sept. 30.—The battle' 


ship Minnesota struck a mine early

'The navy department' Issued tills

"The navy department is informed 


that the battleship Minnesota struck 
a mine early Sunday morning off the 
Delaware breakwater. 'There were no 
casualties, according to reports reach- 
Ing the department, and'the Minnesota 
Is proceeding to port under her own 
power." 


There was no Indication as to the 


extent of the damage to the battle- 
shop nor whether the mine was an 
enemy one. 
However, naval officers 


recalled that mines were laid In these 
waters by the submarines which car- 
ried out the first raids off the Atlan- 
tic coast Just May and June and that 
the oil tank steamer Herbert L. Pratt 
was sunk by striking one of them. 


The fact that the Minnesota was 


able to" reach port without assistance 
was accepted as Indicating that Hie 
mine struck the ship near the bow and 
that Jt was not; badly damaged. 


The Minnesota is of the pro-dread- 


naught type, built at Newport News, 
Va., in 1905. It is 10,000 tons displace- 
ment, 450 feet long, and In normal 
times carries a complement1 of 985 
oJIlcers and men. Its armament con- 
sists of four 13-inch, eight S-iuch and 
u number of smaller rifles.

How Countries Are Making Provision* 


for Future of Soldiers Return.

Our own efforts to care for onr sol- 


diers nfter the war can best be fulj 


filled if wo keep up with what others 
are doing. 
The British empire as a 


whole is taking lonp steps toward pro- 
viding for the soldiers after tbe war 
In a way to Increnso tho supply of 
food. In England, Wales and Scotland 
some land has already boon bought for 
the purpose by the board of agricul- 
ture and fisheries. Ouinda bas set 
naldo land and arranged to lend $2,000 
to onch applicant, as a 5 per cc'nt first 
mortgage, running 15 yenrs. Norman. 
Hapgood writes In. Leslie's. Applicants 
must have had previous farm experi- 
ence, though intending farmers can go 
to demonstration farms and be paid 
current wages while they obtain Iho 
required experience. In Now Zoabm<l 
tbe rules nre much like thoso in Can- 
ada. Australia has .sot nsido $100,000.- 
000 for similar work, and others be- 
sides soldiers may apply. The capital 
of tho government will bo used in nil 
enterprising countries aftor the war to 
soldo men on tlu> bind. It Is the way 
not only to mitigate the threatened 
unemployment situation but also to 
meet the threatened 
food shortage. 


That food shortage will bo met sue- 
cossfully, If we aro wise. Our consul 
at Trinidad, British West.

That Indis- 
pensable Instrumentality is a. league 
of nations formed under covenants 
that will be efficacious.

Washington, Sept. 30.—The battle^ 


ship Minnesota struck a mine early 
Sunday off the Delaware breakwater. 
There were no casualties and the ship 
proceeded to port under its own power. 


'The navy department issued this 


statement:' 


"The navy department Is informed 


that the battleship Minnesota struck 
n mine early Sunday morning off tlie 
Delaware breakwater. " There were no 
casualties, according to reports reach- 
Ing the department, and'the Minnesota 
is proceeding to port under her own 
power." 


There was no Indication as to the 


extent of the damage to the battle- 
'shop nor whether the mine was an 
enemy one. 
However, naval officers 


recalled that mines were laid In these 
waters by the submarines which car- 
ried out the first raids off the Atlan- 
tic coast last May and June and that 
the oil tank steamer Herbert L. Pratt 
was sunk by striking one of them. 


The .fact that tlie Minnesota was 


able to" reach port without assistance 
was accepted as indicating that the 
mine struck the ship near the bow nnd 
that it was not badly damaged. 


The Minnesota is of the pre-dread- 


naught type, built at Newport News, 
Va., in 1905. It is 16,000 tons displace- 
ment, 430 feet long, and in no'rmal 
times carries a complement of 985 
officers and men. Its armament con- 
sists of four 13-inch, eight 8-inch and 
a number of smaller rifles.

"Some of the Poilus got onto the 


knack of batting very quickly nnd this, 
of course, engendered an ambition to 
surpass one another in sending the ball

"I hnd taken a position In the field 


and chased the ball with a far greater 
liveliness than would have sufficed un- 
der ordinary circumstances and always 
took care to pull ofC some sensational 
or amusing acrobatic stunt to win as 
many laughs as possible.

Perhaps llu; most remarkable example of Uncle 


Sam's nullity as u town builder Is Yorksblp, near 
(.'amilen, X. J., designed to servo employees of. the 
Nc.w York Shipbuilding corporation. 
This town, 


where 10,(XX) of Uncle Sam's shlpworkers will llvo 
while they'are making ships with which to beat 
(,'ermany, might almost bo said to have, been built 
overnight. 
Starting work early In the summer, 


1,000 houses will be ready for occupancy In Octo- 
ber, 
nml another thousand will follow within a 


few months. Some Idea of the speed employed In 
the work Is Indicated by the fact that one group 
of live workmen's bouses was put up from founda- 
tion to roof In SO hours. 


While putting up a thousand houses in a few 


months is an ama/.lng feat In Itself, It becomes 
more so when It Is understood that the buildings 
(.'I' Yorkship are to be things of beauty, embodying 
all that Is attractive in our old Colonial style of 
architecture, and at the same (lino up to date In 
everything. In short, It will be a town that will 
glve'lbe workers new x.est for tho morrow's work 
when they troop home of an evening. 


Speed, practicality and simplicity, but the best 


of everything, was the gist of the government's In- 
slructions, and these Instructions are being fol- 
lowed to ihe letter. At tho same tlmo there Isn't 
n trace of paternalism In the government's atti- 
tude toward" the workmen. 
Uncle Sam simply 


wanted to show them that ho fully appreciates 
Mliat. they are doing for him. 


The town of Yorkship will occupy a site of 140 


acres, 100 of which are now being developed. The. 
main feature of the, town plan Is a central square, 
about MOD feet on each side., from which the major 
si reels radiate. Around tho central square three- 
story buildings have been erucliicl, with stores on 
the'llrst floor and apartments above. The west 
side of tho square opens upon a broad green, or 
common, .ILT> feet wltlo and <JfH) feet long, which Is 
Hanked at Its farther end by church sites and 
loniilnatecl by a site for a school or library on ni) 
axis. From the north sido of the central square a 
broad boulevard leads out toward New crook, con- 
peeling with a bridge and main connecting road to 
llu; shipyards. 
Parks and playgrounds are also 


liberally'provided for. Streets are laid out, for 
Ihe most part, with a width of fiO feet:, with road- 
ways 18 feet wide, grass strips 9 feet 0 Inches 
wide, and sidewalks 4 feet wide. A few streets oC« 
greater width where there will bo a concentration 
oi' tralllc have been provided, while alleys of. a 
Hi-foot width arc provided on tho Interior of till 
blocks. 


The plan for Yorkship Is perhaps the most com- 


plete town plan ever made. Every house Is com- 
plete; It has hot and cold water systems, modern 
plumbing, up-to-date plumbing fixtures, gas range, 
hot-water beater, electric light and cellar furnace. 
Most of the houses are of brick, with a .few stone, 
stucco, or frame. 
The majority have slate roofs. 


The order for brick for Yorkship Is said to have 


been the largest single order of. its kind ever given. 
The brick used came from seven dlfl'orent manu- 
facturers and Is varied as to color, etc., so that 
the aspect of the village will, not be at all monot- 
onous. 


In fact, the architect has consistently alined nt 


avoiding monotony. Starting as he did on virgin 
land-—the site of Yorkship before he went to work 
on It looked like an Ideal golf course—It was out 
of the question to run up houses In unsightly 
rows, as If In n city, On the other hand, Individual 
houses would have been too expensive. The prob- 
lem that confronted him, therefore, was to pro- 
duce dwellings at n minimum cost and yet make 
them us attractive as the nature of the plan de-. 
imuuled. 


In solving this problem, 


tho architect evolved a lim- 
ited 
number of units of

To got the needed variety and ynt conform to 


the general plan, tho architect hit upon tho unique 
idea of having small-scale drawings made on pieces 
of cnrdboard for difforent parts of a house—one 
for the middle, one for the- right corner, one for 
the left, etc. By combining these slips like chil- 
dren's picture blocks so as lo form a whole group: 
house, a sin-prising variety of combinations was 
obtained. As soon as particularly attractive com- 
binations wore made tbey were photographed, and 
it Is those selected combinations which will appear 
again and again at Yorkship when tho village Is 
completed, yet they will be so arranged as to 
cause no monotony of effect. 


In addition to the varied types of bouses, there 


were also developed about a dozen different typos 
of porches. Then in order to add stilt further to 
the variety, a gable roof was designed for one 
group of houses, n flat roof for another, a roof like 
the ones In the old Colonial houscsiof. Salem, Mass., 
for still another, and so on. -No less than seven 
different kinds of roofing materials have been em- 
ployed, Including a new one which gives an inter- 
esting effect as of an old-fashioned ribbed copper 
or red tin roof, and dons It so successfully that it 
takes an expert to toll the difference. 


Towns such as Yorkship undoubtedly will have 


tin excellent effect on our workers. As an antidote 
to bolshcvlsm they should prove most efficacious. 
It Is impossible to imagine any mnn being discon- 
tented when his government Is mobilizing the best 
talent In the country to provide for his comfort. 
At tho oflices of tho Emergency Fleet corporation 
there, are acres of desks at which the best housing 
experts In the country are busily engaged in evolv- 
ing tho best of housing plans. The architectural 
profession Is being combed for towiv.planners, and 
tho government Is looking all the time; for the 
most distinguished engineers and the men most 
learned in public utilities, and employing them at 
no more than a living wage to give the workers 
every comfort and all the beauty of home sur- 
roundings that can possibly be obtained. To ^Illus- 
trate bow this is all being done at a low cost un- 
known before, it may bo stated that architects 
employed on such work are Charging only one- 
sixth of the fees which they would charge under 
ordinary conditions in times of peace.

The better method 
Is to allow them froo range, as It 
keeps them In good, healthy condition, 
und they are always eager to bo f.od. 


Nuts From the Range. 


Nuts of various kinds are a natural 


fattening 
food 
picked 
up 
by

turkeys on tho rnngo. Of these beech- 
nuts, chestnuts, pecans and acorns 
<aro tin; most commonly found by them. 
Many turkey growers In Texas depend 
solely upon acorns for fattening their 
turkoys, and* when theso nuts are 
plentiful the birds are marketed In

fairly good condition. 


Tho marketing season for turkeys is 


very short, running from tho middle 
of November to tho latter part of Do- 
conibor. Most turkoy raisers «cll their 
birds alive to poultry dealers, who 
either dress them or ship them alrv 
to city dealers. Farmers near tho clt. 
markets, and particularly those In th 
middle 
Atlantic and New Rnglnnc 


states, often dress the turkeys ant 
cither sell them direct to the con 
sumer or to city dealers. In some sec 
tlons 
shortly 
beforo 
Thanksgiving 


thero Is held what Is known as turkey 
day. 
On the day before the 'eveni 


every turkey grower In the neighbor 
hood kills and dresses his turkeys nnd 
the following morning brings them 
Into town, -where they nro bid on and 
purchased by whatever buyers choose 
to ho there, the birds going to tho 
highest bidder. 


In sections In which turkeys are 


fcrown In large numbers, as In Texas, 
dressing plants hrivo been built by 
poultry dealers, who buy the birds 
nllvo nnd dress them for tho various 
city markets. In such cases practically 
nil the turkey misers sell to these 
dealers, who often send buyers out 
into the country to. gather up a drove 
of several bundred.birds by-stopping 
at each farm ns they pass, weighing 


whatever turkeys I lie farmer may have 
In sell, nnil lidding them to those al- 
ready collected. Six ur eight men can 
drive n flock of 1,000 turkeys 10 to lii 


ex n diiy, As SOM/I «s possible after 


(lie hirkeys are received at tbo dress- 
ing plant they are killed, dry-picked, 
cooled and packed in barrels or boxes 
for shipment. 


Killing and Dressing. 


Tn killing and dressing turkeys on 


the ('arm (hey .should first bo deprived 
of feed for L'4 hours, but given plenty 
of i'resh, clean water In order to clean 


I ho crop nnd Intestines of all feed. 
When ready to kill, the bird should bo 
hung up by tlio feet; holding the bird 
In one hand a 'sharp, narrow-hladod 
knife is used to sever the veins in the 
throat by making a small cut Inside 
the mouth on the right side, of the 
throat at tho base of (he skull. After 
making this (Mil and bleeding begins, 
the knife Is thrust up through the 
groove In tho roof of tho mouth and 
into tbe brain at Ibe back part of tho 
skull. On piercing the brain tho bird 
gives a peculiar squawk, tho feathers 
aro loosened by a quivering of the 
muscles, nnd death Is instantaneous. 
In dry-picking the feathers should be 
plucked immediately, and If tho bird 
has been properly stuck they come out 
very easily. Tho tail and large wing 
feathers aro removed first, after which 
l.he body feathers are pulled out, Wlicn 
'ho turkeys are to bu marketed locally 
or are to bo shipped but u short dis- 
tance they are cooled to a temperature 
of about. !if> degrees Fahrenheit: by 
hanging in the open alrj provided tho 
wenllier Is cool enough; otherwise they 
aro plunged Into Ice water and kept 
there until thoroughly cooled. After 
cooling they are packed undrawn In 
boxes or barrels, it Is inadvisable for 
the producer without proper refrigerat- 
ing facilities to ship dressed turkoys, 
as losses from Improper cooling and 
from 
their being exposed to warm 


weather during transit aro liable to 
occur. 
Aside from this It is seldom 


profitable to ship turkeys any great 
distance except In carload lota; when 
this Is done tho turkeys aro cooled to 
?1L' degrees Fahrenheit, packed lu boxes 
or barrels, and shipped lu refrigerator 
cars.

Water receptacles^ for poultry should 


be large enough to hold plenty of 
water to last at (oast 24 hours, so the 
fowls will nover suffer from lack of 
water. Drinking vessels should be 
carefully rinsed when fresh water is 
given. If water Is supplied Irregular- 
ly, the hens will likely drink too much 
at u time. It should not be exposed to 
the sun's rays in summer or be al- 
lowed to free/o In winter if this can bo 
avoided. A flock of 50 hens In good 
laying condition will require four to 
six quarts of water a day. 


Shade of some kind should bo pro- 


vided for poultry, and this can often 
•o advantageously furnished by plani- 
ng- fruit trees (such as pear, plum, 
cherry nnd apple) In the yard. 


Dispose of Cockerels. 


One good wny to dispose of tho 


cockerels that you are weeding out of 
flocks is to can therj.

MUCH DAMAGE DONE 


TO THE APPLE TREE 


The past season has been a pretty 


hard one on the apple trees in this 
vicinity, and there is no question bii' 
what much damage has been done 
to them, regardless of whether they 
are in orchards or in isolated spots. 
The cause of the trouble is the fire 
blight, or pear blight, as it is called, 
and there are several other name.-; 
for it, but the actioji is the same in 
alll cases. 
When a tree is attacked it general-

houses will not all lie alike in color, material or 
style. On the contrary, throughout each of these 
spacious, shunless tracts, will be evidence that tlte 
ililnir was planned as a whole—that this street 
was curved cm purpose, because n curved street Is 
prettier than a straight one;—that yonder church 
wus put squarely across the end of the. park be- 
cause It would look well there. Tin; eye will un- 
consciously start a vain search for eyesores, blank 
>'ide walls, billboards and disorder. 
, 
The chief benefit which accrues to the worker 


from Hie building of those towns is the fact that 
•landlordism is to be a thing unknown. The bene- 
•flts are to go unfailingly to the workers. Ilents 
must be based on cost and not on the maximum 
which the tenants can be forced to pay. 
And 


Inasmuch as .Uncle Sam has no desire to retain 
the ownO'shlp after the war, he 1ms evolved a 
--cheme to sell them, not to individuals, but to the 
vomnuinttlcs as a whole, to be hold In trust as 
community property. 


KneMi such town will be, at the start, nt loast, in 


the complete possession of a local housing com- 
pany composed of and partially financed by publlc- 
yplritod business men of the vicinity. They put up 
''0 per cent of the money and they get the other 
SO per cent on llrst mortgage from flic United 
States labor department or from the shipping 
board, each of which has ^r.0,000,000 given them 
by congress this spring for just this purpose. 
'in lending money to local housing companies In 
con"ostcd communities, the government lays down 
tin:'stipulation that dividends shall be forever lim- 
ited to "• per cent annually—even after the govern- 
ment's mortgage is paid off. Any excess income 
must be re-expended upon the property or else 
eliminated by lowering the rents. The part of the 
rent that would ordinarily go to landlords' profits 
will go to pay off the government's mortgage'at 
the rate of 2 or I! per cent a year. The mortgage Is 
for ten years, and at tiie end of that time enough 
presumably will be paid off to enable the govern- 
ment to say: "Go get a private mortgage to pay oft 
the balance." 
Then if. the local housing company lias not mean- 


while sold oft any of the houses the town will 
substantially own Itself, subject to mortgage. For 
Us rents will he based purely on costs of capital 
and service. The private capital, limited to D per 
cent return, Is practically a second mortgage. One 
of the llrst government loans made to the new vil- 
lage at Newport News provided .that 00 per cent 
of the private capital Is to be amortized nnd re- 
tired. Normally the private capital owns e'qulty. 
Including the pnrt of the cost which has been 
amortized aucl the unearned Increment, the size of 
which Is more or less problematical, but If can't 
do anything with tills treasure except redistribute 
the annual.proceeds therefrom among the people 
In the form of a rebate on rents or In communal 


. services, preferably the hitter. 


At normal rentals, the revenues .of such a com- 


m u n i t y will lie fur greater than ordinary taxes. For 
while* houses depreciate, land neither rots nor 
wears, and .such a town will be In effect owner of 
sill its underlying land. The Utopia of the single 
l-axers Is achieved by virtue of the fact that the 
••own was caught young and started right with no 
land boom allowed! Tlie town will bo in. the posi- 
linn of having bought itself: nt cost without let- 
ting anybody pocket profits on the rising values. 


Perhaps the most remarkable example of Uncle 


Sam's ability as a town builder Is Yorkship, neur 
Ciimden, N. J., designed to servo employees of the 
New York Shipbuilding corporation. This town, 
where 10,000 of Uncle Sam's shipworkers will, live 
while they'are making ships with which to beat 
Geriniiny/miglit almost be said to have been built 
overnight. 
Starting work early in the summer, 


.1,000 houses will bo ready for occupancy in Octo- 
ber, 
and another thousand will ftjllow within a 


few months. Some idea of the speed employed In 
the work Is Indicated by the fact that one group 
of live workmen's houses was put up from founda- 
tion to roof in 30 hours. 


AVliUc putting up a thousand houses In a few 


months is an- amazing feat In Itself, it becomes 
more so when It is understood that the buildings 
of Yorkship are to be things of beauty, embodying 
all that is attractive in our old Colonial style of 
architecture, and nt the same time up to date in 
everything. In short, it will be a town that will 
give'the workers new zest for the morrow's work 
when they troop home of an evening. 


Speed, practicality nnd simplicity, but the best 


oC everything, was the gist of the government's in- 
structions, and these Instructions are being fol- 
lowed to the letter. At the same time there isn't 
n trace of paternalism in the government's atti- 
tude toward" the workmen. 
Uncle Sam simply 


wanted to show thorn that he fully appreciates 
•\\l\ut they are doing-for him. 


The town of Yorkship will occupy a. site of 140 


acres, 100 of which are now being developed. The 
main feature of the town plan is a central square, 
about 1500 feet on each side, from which the. major 
streets radiate. Around the central square three- 
story buildings have been erected, with stores on 
tho 'first floor and apartments above. 
The west 


side of the square opens upon a broad green, or 
common, 12J5 feet wide and 450 feet.long, which is 
Hanked at its farther end by church'sites and, 
terminated by a site for a school or library on an 
axis. From the north side of the central square a 'j 
broad boulevard leads out toward1 New creek, con-"" 
nediric with a bridge and main connecting road to 
the shipyards. Parks and playgrounds are also 
liberally provided for. 
Streets are laid out, for 


the mo.st purt, with a width of 50 feet, with road- 
ways IS i'eet wide, grass strips 9 feet ..6 inches 
wide, and sidewalks 4 feet wide. A few streets of> 
fircuter width where there will be a concentration 
of trufllc have been provided, while alleys-of a 
10-foot width arc provided on the interior of all., 
blocks. 
Tlie plan for Yorkship Is perhaps the most.com- ,-• 


plete town plan ever made. Every house is com- '•. 
plete; It has hot and cold water systems, .modern 
plumbing, up-to-date plumbing fixtures, gas range, . 
hot-water heater, electric light and cellar .furnace. 
Most of the houses are of brick, with a few stone/ 
stucco, or frame. • Tlie majority have slate roofsl -. 


The order for brlek for Yorkship is said to have 


been the largest single order of its kind .ever given. 
The brick iised came from seven different manu- 
facturers and Is varied as to color, etc., so that 
the aspect of the village will, not be at all monot- 
onous. 
In fact, the architect; has consistently aimed at 


avoiding monotony. Starting as he did on virgin 
land—the site of Yorksblp before he went to work 
on it looked like an ideal golf course—it was out 
of the question to run up houses in unsightly 
rows, as If in a city. On the other hand. Individual 
houses would have been too expensive. - The prob 
lem that confronted him, therefore, was to pro- 
duce dwellings at a minimum cost and yet make 
them as attractive as the nature of the "plan de-. 


rnanded. 
• 


In solving this problem, 


the architect evolved a lim- 
ited' number ' of units of 
-^architectural,design and re- 
peated them in large num- 
. bers through the village, but 
in such groupings and re- 
groupings 
as . to 
obtain 


a considerable variety and 
interest. These group houses, 
are for 'several families of 
workers—from two to five 
families'-In a group. When 
it Is considered that it was 
necessary 
to 
design 250 


•actual structures in a pe- 


. ;rlod of four weeks and at 


the same time bear 
in 


mind . that the structures 


had to be so varied In design as to be attractive, 
the difficulty of the task will be better understood 
and appreciated. 
To get the needed variety and yet conform.to 


the general plan, the architect hit upon the unique 
idea of "having small-scale drawings made on pieces 
of cardboard for different parts of a house—one 
for the middle, one for the right corner, one for 
the left, etc. By combining these slips like chil- 
dren's picture blocks so as to form a whole group: 
house, a .surprising variety of combinations was 
obtained. As soon as particularly attractive com- 
binations were made they were photographed, and 
it is these selected combinations which will appear 
again and again at Yorkship when the village is 
completed, yet they will be so arranged as to 


• cause no monotony of effect. 


In addition to the varied types of houses, there 


were also developed about a dozen different types 
of porches. Then in order to add still further to 
the variety, a" gable roof was designed for one 
group of houses, a flat roof for another, a roof like 
the ones in the old Colonial housesiof Salem, Mass., 
for still another, and.so on. '-No less than saven 
different kinds of rooflng materials have been em- 
ployed, Including a new one which gives an inter- 
esting effect as of an old-fashioned ribbed copper 
or red tin roof, and does it so successfully that it 
"takes an expert to tell the difference. 


Towns such as Yorkship undoubtedly will have 


an excellent effect on our workers. As an antidote 
to bolshevism they should prove most efficacious; 
It is impossible to imagine any man being' discon- 
tented when his government Is mobilizing the best 
talent in the country to provide for his comfort. 
At the offices of the Emergency Fleet corporation 
there, are acres of desks at which the best housing 
experts in the country are busily engaged in evolv- 
ing the best of housing plans. The architectural 
profession is being combed for towrv.planners, and 
the government is looking all the time for the 
most distinguished engineers and the men most 
learned Ir. public utilities, nnd employing them at 
no more than a living wage to give the workers 
every comfort. and all the beauty^ of home sur- 
roundings that can possibly be obtained. To?Illus- 
trate how this is all being clone at a low cost un- 
known before, it may be stated that architects 
employed on such work are charging only one= 
sixth of the-fees which they would charge under 
ordinary condition's in times of peace.

the farm tiiey should first be deprived 
of .feed for 24 hours, but given plenty 
of fresh, clean water in order to clean 
'the crop a'nci intestines of all feed. 
When ready to kill, the bird should be 
bung up by the feet; holding the bird 
In one Hand a sharp, narrow-bladed 
knife is used to sever the veins In the 
throat by making a small cut inside 
the month on the right side of the 
thrntit at the base of the skull. After 
making this cut and bleeding begins, 
the knil'o Is thrust up through the 
groove In tlio roof of the mouth and 
Into the brain ut the back part of the 
skull. On piercing the brain the bird 
gives a peculiar squawk, the feathers 
are loosened by a quivering of -the 
muscles, and death is instantaneous. 
In dry-picking the feathers should be 
plucked immediately, and if the bird 
has Imeri properly stuck they come out 
very easily. The tail and large wing 
feathers are removed tlrst, after which 
tii(> body feathers are pulled out. \Vlien 
the turkeys arc to be marketed locally 
or are to be shipped but a short dis- 
tance they are cooled to a temperature 
of about 85 degrees Fahrenheit by 
hanging In the open air! provided the 
weather Is cool enough; otherwise they 
are plunged into Ice water and kept 
there until thoroughly cooled.

ending Tuesday,, October Sth. 
Moderate temperature and abun- 
dant sunshine favored outdoor opera- 
tions, such as corn husking, silo fill- 
ing and the harvesting of potatoes, 
sugar beets, .apples, and late truck 
crops. 
Light showers occurred 
on 


two or three- days, but these were .in 
general insufficient and the ground 
remained too . dry for plowing and 
the germination of> fall-sown grams 
in many sections,

the southern.half of .the state.
